Friday,  in  hopes  (as  it  is  related  he  said)  of 
meeting  his  “  gootl  God,  his  swoct  Lord  anti 
Saviour,  on  the  day  of  his  resurrection,”  mean¬ 
ing  Faster  Sunday.  Thus  died  one  of  the 
greatest  musical  geniuses  the  world  ever 
knew,  horn  one  year  short  of  the  reign  ol 
Charles  II.,  and  dying  one  year  short  of  that 
of  George  II. 

George  III.  being  both  a  musician  and  com¬ 
poser,  encouraged  and  supported  sacred  music 
more  than  any  of  his  predecessors.  At  the  sa¬ 
cred  concerts  in  Wcstiiiiiistcr  Abbey  be  proved 
bis  judgment  and  taste.  Throe  violinists  were 
engaged  to  lead  in  turn  ;  after  hearing  two  ol 
them  (who  seemed  anxious  to  display  their 
own  skill  rather  than  their  author’.s  ideas,) 
hi.s  majesty  said,  “  ho  came  to  hear  HandcTs 
music,  not  their  flourishing,”  and  ordered  that 
the  late  Mr.  Cranmer  should  lead  the  remain¬ 
ing  performances.  These  concerts  were  held 
ill  commemoration  of  Handel.  The  king  gave 
five  hundred  guineas  towards  the  cx[)ense 
thereof,  and  with  the  queen  and  royal  family 
honoured  each  day’s  performance  with  his  pre¬ 
sence.  It  hath  been  observed  that  since  llic 
dedication  of  t!ie  'rem|>lc  of  Solomon,  in  which 
(according  to  Jose[)lius)  two  hundred  thou¬ 
sand  musicians  were  employed,  so  great  a 
band  as  the  one  employed  at  the  commemora¬ 
tion  of  Handel  in  1794  had  not  hern  heard. 
Four  hundred  and  eigfity-two  performers  wore 
engaircd,  and  it  is  ad'led,  t.hat  when  the  lull 
chorus  of  the  stupendous  orchestra,  joined  by 
all  tlie  instrurnments,  hurst  out  “He  is  the 
Kinir  of  (Hory,”  the  efibet  was  so  ovtTi'owcr- 
ing  that  tlic  musicians  could  scarcely  proceed. 

'I'lie  oiilv  change  of  consequence  in  the 
choral  service  of  our  cluirch  since  the  time  of 
Flizabcfh,  is  the  substitution  of  the  new  for 
the  old  version  of  the  I’salms,  and  whicli  tin* 
refined  taste  of  the  age  demanded.  Nicholas 
Hradv  and  Xalinm  d'ato  presented  a  petition 
in  the  year  1600,  to  William  HI.  praying  his 
majesty  to  allow  the  said  new  version  to  he 
sung  in  .‘such  couL^regations  as  thought  proper 
to  receive  it;  tlie  pr  tition  was  received  and 
granted,  and  in  1008  tlie  Fisliop  of  I.ondon 
was  so  much  pleased  with  it  that  he,  by  circu¬ 
lar  letters  to  every  diocese  in  the  kingdom, 
signified  his  approbation,  and  recommended  its 
adoption :  notwithstanding,  it  has  not  been 
universally  received  into  our  churches  until 
the  present  century.

ECCLESIASTIC.VL  MU.SIC. 

(Coriclmleil  from  last  nu.mbcr.) 

In  the  -49th  injunction  to  the  clergy  issued 

ill  the  year  1559,  we  read  tlie  following: _ 

“  For  the  comforting  such  as  delight  in  tuusic 
it  liny  be  permitted,  that  in  the  beginning  or 
in  the  end  of  common  prayer,  cither  at  morn¬ 
ing  or  evening  service,  there  may  be  sung  a 
liyiiin  or  such-like  song,  to  the  praise  of  Al¬ 
mighty  (lod,  in  the  best  melody  and  music 
tliat  may  be  conveniently  devised,  having  re¬ 
spect  that  the  .sense  of  the  hymns  may  be  un¬ 
derstood  and  perceived.”  The  Puritans, 
throughout  her  reign,  were  very  troublesome 
lo  Flizabeth,  and  it  was  only  by  her  restrain¬ 
ing  power  that  their  violence  could  be  over¬ 
come.  However,  in  1571,  they  relaxed  so 
much  as  lo  allow  jvsalmody  in  their  worship, 
])rovided  the  people  joined  in  one  voice,  that 
is,  merely  the  tunc  sung  in  unison,  but  disal¬ 
lowed  tlic  manner  of  chanting  used  in  our  ca¬ 
thedrals.  It  is  probable  that  they  founded 
their  reason  on  2  Chron.v.  13.  In  1580  they 
presented  a  rcfpiest  to  parliament,  that  all  ca¬ 
thedrals  might  be  \)ut  down,  alleging  the  same 
reasons  they  did  fifty  years  before.  In  the 
reign  of  James  I.  tlic  musical  .service  became 
somewhat  more  settled,  and  the  science  was 
encouraged  hy  that  monarch  ;  ho  gave  his  let¬ 
ters  patent  to  ernhody  the  musicians  as  a  cor¬ 
poration.  In  this  reign  hapjiened  tlie  rncino- 
rahlc  gunpowder  plot,  on  which  occasion  that 
beautiful  anthem,  “  God  save  the  King,”  was 
conuposed  hy  Dr.  John  Pull,  (organist  of  his 
majesty’s  chapel  royal,)  in  the  year  1013; 
some  of  the  words  arc  hy  the  Rev.  \V.  1).  Tat- 
tcrsal,  hut  have  hccii  added  to  l.y  others. 
James  is  supposed  to  have  invented  that  stvlc 
of  music  for  vvdiich  Scotland  has  hcen  so  long 
famed.  Prior  to  the  Reformation  the  music 
i:i  the  Scotch  cliurch  was  very  respectable,  hut 
aflorw  irds  it  Ivecamc  a  custom  to  adapt  sacred 
words  to  coimuou  and  profane  times.  Tliis  oc¬ 
cupied  the  attention  of  very  able  writers,  and 
the  evil  was  suhsoipicntly  corrected.  Charles 
1.  was  passionately  fond  of  music,  and  like  his 
namesake,  Charles  the  Great,  froiiucntiv  join¬ 
ed  with  the  choristiTs,  and  appointed  the  ser¬ 
vice  of  tlie  day.  Noti's  being  taken  of  such 
s'wviecs  as  they  were  sung,  it  appears  that  a 
very  beautiful  one  by  Dr.  Child  was  most  es¬ 
teemed  hy  liim. 

Cli  irics  H.  promoted  the  study  and  practice 
of  sacred  music,  and  increased  the  salary  of 
the  gentlemen  of  tlie  choir  in  the  Royal  Cha¬ 
pel.  It  is  to  be  regretted  his  example  is  not 
followed  throughout  the  kingdom,  as  in  that 
case  we  might  expect  to  hear  mucli  better 
singing  in  the  Protestant  Church,  and  the  slo¬ 
venly  and  inattentive  fierformance  before  al¬ 
luded  to  no  longer  a  subject  of  complaint.  At 
tlic  end  of  this  reign  that  tran.sccndant  genius, 
George  Frederick  Handel,  was  born,  who, 
when  only  nine  years  of  ago,  composed  a  sa¬ 
cred  service,  which  was  performed  at  his  na¬ 
tive  place,  Halle,  in  the  l)ucliy  of  Magdeburg 
in  Saxony.  The  multiplicity  and  grandeur  of 
his  works  have  never  been  equalled,  and  his 
oratories,  particularly  that  called  “The  Mes¬ 
siah,”  which  he  wrote  in  17  41,  will  ever  be 
held  in  the  highest  estimation.  In  1710  he 
went  to  Hanover,  where  he  was  patronised  by 
the  elector,  (afterwards  George  I.  of  Fngland’) 
who  granted  him  a  pension  of  1500  crowns,  on 
condition  of  his  residing  thcie,but  the  patron¬ 
age  he  met  with  in  Fngland  induced  him  to 
break  his  cngagcmciit.  On  the  arrival  of 
George  1.  in  Fngland,  (knowing  the  oflence 
he  had  given,)  Handel  durst  not  approach  tlie 
king,  but  being  engaged  to  compose  some  mu¬ 
sic  for  a  royal  aquatic  party,  he  wrote  the  ce¬ 
lebrated  “  Water  Piece,”  which  when  the 
king  heard,  he  inquired  for  the  author  ;  upon 
nnoing  it  to  bo  Uandol’i:,  hp  not  Only  gave 
him,  but  doubled  a  pension  of  200/.,  previous¬ 
ly  granted  him  by  Queen  Anne.  The  organ 
in  the  Foundling  Hospital  is  said  to  have  been 
presented  by  Handel.  George  1.  was  his 
steady  patron,  and  attended  at  his  musical  per¬ 
formances.  Handel,  (like  Homer  and  Milton) 
was  afflicted  with  blindness  in  the  latter  part 
of  liis  life,  and  it  is  related  in  the  history 
whence  I  extracted  my  information,  that  even 
to  the  age  of  seventy-five  he  was  led  to  the 
organ  on  which  he  had  to  perform,  and  then

Teacher. — I  have  conic  to  you  as  the  super¬ 
intendent  of  the  scliool  to  ask  your  advice  on 
a  subject  that  has  hcen  pressing  on  my  mind 
lately.

I  fear  ‘he  ellect  may  he  injurious 
to  them,  particularly  since  i  |7RYC  read  an  ar¬ 
ticle  in  tlic  old  S!  lies  of  the  Sunday  School 
Visiter,  headed,  “A  Girl  who  learned  one 
thing  too  mucli  at  the  Sunday-school.” 

Superintendent. — I  remember  the  history 
you  allude  to;  it  was  that  of  a  poor  girl  who 
acquired,  from  the  example  of  her  Sunday- 
school  teacher  such  a  love  of  fine  dress  as 
proved  her  ruin  land  when  I  read  it  I  was  for¬ 
cibly  struck  with  the  rcsiionsihilily  resting  on 
us  female  teachers  to  he  exemplary  in  the 
neatness  and  sobriety  of  our  afifiarcl,  particu¬ 
larly  while  present  in  the  school,  and  when 
visiting  the  scholars  at  their  homes. 

T. — I  feel  that  re-sponsihility  so  strongly, 
that  I  would  1)0  glad  if  you  would  particular¬ 
ise  such  articles  of  my  dress  as  you  think  I 
should  lay  aside  at  these  limes.  It  is  easy  to 
give  general  rules,  hut  not  so  easy  to  apj>ly 
them,  and  as  I  am  young  I  sliould  he  glad  to 
gain  wisdom  from  your  experience. 

S. — Since  you  ask  my  opinion  I  will  give  it 
frankly  without  fear  of  otVending  you.  I  do 
not  think  it  wrong  for  those  teachers  whose 
circumstances  justify  it  to  wear  dresses  of  fine 
materials,  and  of  a  fashionable  make,  provided 
they  are  not  too  showy,  and  arc  within  the 
hounds  of  strict  mode.sty ;  but  I  do  earnestly 
wish  they  would  not  come  to  the  Sunday- 
school  arrayed  in  such  siipcrnnous  articles  a? 
car  and  finger  rings,  worked  pocked  handker¬ 
chiefs  and  cutfs,  flounced  skirts,  and  waving 
plumes. 

7’. — The  articles  you  have  enumerated  arc 
all  indeed  superfluities,  and  not  in  the  least 
essential  to  a  lady-likc  aj)pearanco  ;  for  the 
very  j)crsons  who  .are  in  the  habit  of  wearing 
them  sometimes  lay  tlicm  .aside  for  variitv’s 
sake,  and  still  retain  the  air  of  well-dressed 
young  women. 

S.  —  Fxactly  so;  and  therefore  it  needs  no 
great  self-denial  to  lay  them  aside  one  day  in 
seven,  if  they  are  even  suitable  on  any  other 
occasions;  but  I  believe  if  all  professing 
Christians  would  abstain  from  wearing  these 
ornaments  at  times  of  public  worship,  it  would 
more  adorn  their  profession.  And  surely,  the 
injunctions  of  St.  Peter  and  St.  Paul,  with  re¬ 
gard  to  tlress,  should  lead  ns  to  consider  whe¬ 
ther  ours  evince  the  sobriety  they  inculcate. 

T.  — I  recollect  reading  of  a  lady  who  con- 
stiltcd  her  pastor  on  the  snhjrct  of  her  dress, 
and  asked  him  if  he  did  not  think  it  unfair  to 
charge  her  with  jiride  and  vanity,  as  some  one 
had  done,  because  she  dressed  expensively. 
He  replied,  “  Why,  madam,  when  we  see  a 
fox’s  tail  sticking  out  of  the  mouth  of  a  cave, 
it  i.s  a  pretty  fair  inference  that  the  fox  himself 
is  hidden  within.” 

S.  —  When  I  look  at  the  costly  array  of  wo¬ 
men  jirofcssing  godliness,  1  do  sometimes 
wonder  what  pom|)s  and  vanities  were  re¬ 
nounced  at  tlreir  bajitism ;  and  on  some  occa¬ 
sions,  wlicn  I  have  thought  of  speaking  to  the 
scholars  on  the  subject  of  dress,  I  am  restrain¬ 
ed  by  the  example  of  some  of  our  to.achcrs 
being  in  striking  contrast  with  the  simplicity 
I  would  inculcate. 

T.  — I  have  felt  something  of  this  when  you 
liave  been  speaking  to  the  children  of  the  duty 
of  denying  their  appetites,  that  they  m.ay  en¬ 
joy  the  privilege  of  giving  some  of  their  pock¬ 
et  money  to  the  poor,  or  to  the  missionary 
cause.  The  idea  has  crossed  my  mind,  my 
scholars  will  think,  “Why  docs  not  my  teach¬ 
er  give  her  money  to  the  poor,  instc.ad  of  buy¬ 
ing  gold  rings  or  lace  to  trim  her  pocket- 
handkerchief?”  But  I  am  now  so  conduced 
of  my  duty  in  this  respect,  that  1  trust  no  su¬ 
perfluity  in  my  apparel  will  be  a  stumbling- 
block  in  the  way  of  these  little  ones;  and  per¬
